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Next archbishop is 
considered a moderate 
who wiil focus on heiping 
the least fortunate

When he received the phone call ii days ago, 
Bishop Blase Cupich of Spokane, Wash., was 
as surprised as anyone to learn he had been 
selected as Chicago’s next archbishop. 

After all, his eastern Washington diocese 
has just 90,000 Catholics. Just four years 
ago, he had been bishop of Rapid City, S.D., 
where he had a flock of fewer than 30,000 
people and was known by the Lakota Indians 
as White Thunder. 

Chicago, by comparison, is the country’s 
third-largest archdiocese with more than 2.2 
million followers. And, for nearly a century, 
its leaders have been chosen from the exist- 
ing pool of North American archbishops. 

“It’s an enormous upgrade, so to speak, 
huh?” said Cupich, whose first name is pro- 
nounced like “blaze,” his last like “sue-pitch.” 

Cupich, 65, introduced himself to Chica- 
go Saturday in a 30 -minute news conference 
that displayed both his easy sense of humor 
and his pragmatic nature. People familiar 
with his leadership style have suggested it’s 
these qualities that likely will set the early 
tone for his tenure, as he learns about the 
challenges facing both the archdiocese and 
city in general. 


When he’s installed in November to re- 
place Cardinal Francis George, he will find 
an archdiocese ethnically rich and, in some 
ways, Balkanized. It is, no doubt, more com- 
plex than those of Rapid City and Spokane 
and with a wider array of issues to tackle. 

Yet Chicago also offers Cupich a larger 
audience with which to share Pope Francis’ 
vision of a more humble church seeking to 
minister to its most dispossessed. 

“He’s got a huge learning curve in front of 
him. He’s gone from two largely rural dio- 
ceses— and one with a large native popula- 
tion— to one of the biggest in the country,” 
said Michael Budde, chairman of the Catho- 
lic Studies department at DePaul University 
“Under the best of circumstances, he’s got 
lot of learning and listening to do.” 

Cupich acknowledged as much Saturday, 
when he talked about Chicago’s struggles 
with gun violence. He said he has been read- 
ing about the issue since his selection and 
was disheartened by the death of 16 -year- 
old Devonshay Lofton, who was fatally shot 
Thursday while walking in Old Town. 

“It’s a city that’s alive and yet I know there 
are some very serious social problems that 
have to be attended to,” he said. “I’d be will- 
ing to partner with people in the social com- 
munity to build solutions.” 

Cupich, whose grandparents emigrated 
from Croatia in the early 1900s, is outspo- 
ken on social issues concerning immigrants 
and native populations. 


He promised Saturday to fight for immi- 
gration reform and urged lawmakers to end 
partisan bickering to accomplish that goal. 
Cupich, who speaks six languages, also gave 
extended remarks in Spanish intended for 
the nearly i million Hispanic Catholics in 
the archdiocese. 

He asked local Latinos to look on him as 
a brother, even though he predicted that he 
will make the occasional idiomatic error. 

“I really enjoy being with immigrant fami- 
lies,” he said in Spanish, “because my family 
were also immigrants.” 

Cupich will be installed on Nov. 18 — a 
date he specifically chose because it’s the day 
the Catholic Church celebrates the dedica- 
tion of the Basilicas of St. Peter and St. Paul 
in Rome. Cupich’s immigrant grandparents 
helped establish Sts. Peter & Paul Catholic 
Church in Omaha in 1907. 

Cupich, who was born in Omaha, de- 
scribes himself as a die-hard Nebraska Husk- 
ers fan, joking that he purposely scheduled 
the news conference for Saturday morning 
so he wouldn’t miss the team’s game against 
Miami Saturday night. 

“I bleed Husker red,” he said. 

Cupich said he’s also a lifelong Bears fan, 
a loyalty that he often had to defend against 
the Seahawks faithful in Spokane. 

He would not pick a side in Chicago’s nev- 
er-ending baseball debate, insisting he will 
cheer for both the Cubs and the White Sox. 

“I’m ecumenical,” he said.

MORE THAN HALF OF COLLEGE SEX ASSAULTS OCCUR BETWEEN AUGUST AND NOVEMBER

Barely one month into the new school year, 
six Southern Illinois University students are 
facing allegations that they were involved in 
two reported sexual assaults on the Carbon- 
dale school’s campus this month. 

The reports underscore a troubling prob- 
lem facing virtually all institutions of higher 
education: Students are most at-risk for sex- 
ual violence during the first six to nine weeks 
of the school year, experts say, often because 
they are just trying to get their footing in a 
new environment for the first time while liv- 
ing in close quarters with dozens of other stu- 
dents and, in some cases, attending alcohol- 
fueled parties. 

The period of time between orientation 


and Thanksgiving has been dubbed the “Red 
Zone” by administrators and researchers— a 
term that has been reinforced by several stud- 
ies, including a 2007 Department of Justice 
survey that found more than half of coUege sex 
assaults occur between August and November. 

Like many schools, SIU has been offering 
training to students and staff members on 
how to prevent sexual violence and respond 
to it, even before last week’s arrests, according 
to Rae Goldsmith, a university spokeswoman. 

“We’re trying to encourage students to re- 
port [sexual assault], because some students 
won’t report, and we’re also trying to say that 
no matter what we have supports for you,” 
she said. “It’s a national issue that we’re tak- 
ing ownership of, just like every campus in the 


country” 

Both victims of the alleged sexual assault 
at the Carbondale campus were treated and 
released from Memorial Hospital of Carbon- 
dale, Reuters reports, and the incidents are 
under investigation. 

The majority of unwanted sexual experi- 
ences happen to first- and second-year college 
students near the beginning of the academic 
year, according to a 2008 survey by research- 
ers at Middlebury College in Vermont. 

“Students are new to this culture and also 
away from their families for the first time, 
maybe experimenting with parties and new 
social groups that they don’t know that well,” 
said Diana Newton, the executive director 
of Porchlight Counseling Service, an Evan- 


ston-based counseling center that focuses on 
coUege-aged victims of sexual violence. “Or 
maybe they are hanging out with new people, 
and perpetrators target people who are more 
vulnerable. And that includes freshmen be- 
cause they are new to the culture, trying to 
learn a lot of things and fit in.” 

For Porchlight, which primarily serves 
schools in and around Chicagoland, a dispro- 
portionate number of the 25 to 30 calls the 
organization receives each year come early 
in the school year, according to Newton. Two 
weeks into this academic year she already had 
received seven calls, which is double the num- 
ber she expected, she said. That increase, she 
said, could be caused by the growing visibility 
of Porchlight on college campuses, or the fact

that the problem of sexual assault has become 
more visible on campuses under scrutiny 
from the federal government. 

A 2009 survey of undergraduate women 
in the U.S. found that nearly one in five ex- 
perienced some form of sexual violence or 
attempted sexual violence. But it is widely un- 
derstood among researchers, advocates and 
educators that sexual assault is a significantly 
underreported crime, and that includes as- 
saults at colleges. 

The Department of Justice is examining 
allegations that some universities around 
the U.S. aren’t adequately reporting sexual 
assaults or addressing reports on their cam- 
puses. And last week the Obama administra- 
tion launched “It’s on Us,” a public service 
campaign aimed at preventing campus sexual 
assaults, with a video message featuring celeb- 
rities such as actors Kerry Washington and 
Jon Hamm, musician Questlove and NBA 
star Kevin Love. 

“We’ve been working on campus sexual 


assault for several years, but the issue of vio- 
lence against women is now in the news ev- 
ery day” Obama said during a Friday speech 
from the East Room. “We’re getting a better 
picture of what domestic violence is all about. 
People are talking about it. Victims are real- 
izing they’re not alone.” 

SIU isn’t the only local school that has re- 
ceived attention over reports of sexual assault 
this year. In May, the Department of Educa- 
tion’s Office of Civil Rights announced inves- 
tigations into the sexual assault policies at the 
University of Chicago and Knox College, and 
Northwestern University is facing a Title IX 
lawsuit from a student who claims a professor 
sexually assaulted her in 2012. 

Amidst these reports, schools are strug- 
gling to figure out how to prevent sexual as- 
sault and other forms of gender-based vio- 
lence on their campuses. 

Schools receiving federal funding are re- 
quired to have at least one freshmen orien- 
tation on the subject of sexual consent and 


assault under the federal Violence Against 
Women Act (VAWA), which also requires 
schools to report sexual assaults to the Depart- 
ment of Education and train staff members. 

“Sex Signals” is part of Loyola University’s 
effort to combat the Red Zone, according 
to Stephanie Atella, a senior health educator 
who coordinates the school’s sexual assault 
and domestic violence advocacy services. 

Before students arrive on campus, she said, 
freshmen are required to take an online course 
in sexual violence, and take ‘Active Bystand- 
er” training, which teaches students how to 
support peers in situations in which someone 
might be harassing or violating someone else, 
rather than enable the behavior. 

“The idea is people stepping in and speak- 
ing up when they see something that might 
escalate or might create a culture in which 
gender-based violence is acceptable,” Atella 
said. “People are more likely to speak up if 
they feel like they know how to.”

*Sex Signals’ show 
brings attention 
to sex assault issue 

For more than 160 schools around the 
country— including a handful in Chica- 
go— a performance during college ori- 
entation, “Sex Signals,” is the first line of 
defense against sexual assault. 

And for some freshmen, the show is 
their first introduction to talking explic- 
itly about sex and consent, according to 
Brea Hayes, program specialist at Cathar- 
sis Productions, the Chicago-based orga- 
nization that produces the show 

The subject of sexual assault comes 
up in the performance when a male col- 
lege student says to the audience, “I 
didn’t rape her,” before launching into 
a detailed description of a study date 
between him and a female student that 
leads to them in bed together, having sex 
even after she tells him, “stop.” 

The effect of the performance is two- 
fold, Hayes said. It sparks a discussion 
about the signals that make clear the en- 
counter was non-consensual, and it asks 
students to consider what biases might 
have led them, or the character telling the 
story to believe it was OK. 

“We know this is rape because it is sex 
without consent, but whose fault was it? 
A lot of our audiences say ‘both.’ ” Hayes 
said. “They say she was drinking; she was 
sending mixed messages; she didn’t fight, 
kick, or scream. In an interactive way this 
allows us to break all of this down and walk 
our audience through how, even if she 
didn’t kick or scream, it’s not her fault.” 

But some students don’t believe the 
show goes far enough. Instances of sexual 
violence that don’t involve the stereotypi- 
cal trope of a man and a woman meeting 
at a party or having a first date, aren’t nec- 
essarily covered in detail during college 
orientations, according to Lorca Jolene, 
24, a graduate of the University of Chica- 
go who is involved in organizing students 
and alumni to provide more sexual vio- 
lence education and support on campus. 
That includes non-heterosexual relation- 
ships and domestic violence, she said. 

‘A lot of the survivors I’ve talked with 
were assaulted by intimate partners, and 
in the context of relationships,” she said. 
“When you focus pretty much on con- 
sent as a one-time exchange between 
acquaintances or strangers, to the end of 
making sure rape doesn’t happen, say, at 
a party, but you’re dealing with a popula- 
tion as complex as a college campus, you 
are basically ensuring that a huge portion 
of the people who are going to be ef- 
fected by sexual violence are going to feel 
erased and confused.” r.c.

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Mix-up prompts 
change in medicai 
marijuana law

A mix-up in the medical marijuana law cre- 
ated some confusion over the number of pot 
farms that will be allowed to open in Illinois, 
State officials said. 

Two medical marijuana cultivation centers 
mil now be allowed in a district that includes 
The city of Chicago and northern suburbs, 
I hough the overall number of farms through- 
out the state has been reduced to 21 from 22, 
State health officials said. 

“It’s kind of one of those things. You write 
[the law] thinking one thing, and doing [ad- 
ministrative] rules, you clarify” said Melaney 
jVrnold, spokeswoman for the Department 
Cl f Public Health, which is handling the state 
program in conjunction with the Department 
Cl f Agriculture and the Department of Finan- 
L-ial and Professional Regulation. 

The state medical marijxxana law allows 22 
Lultivation centers to open in the state, and 
cine per state poHce district. But there are 
only 21 state police districts, and one can’t 
host a marijuana cultivation center because it 
only covers the tollway system, officials said.

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Why martial arts might 
be the next big TV trend 


Variety 

Forget kryptonite. The real killer for the 
superhero TV genre might be oversaturation. 

Geoff Johns, CCO of DC Entertainment, 
is aware of this risk and is battling it through 
a diversification plan. This fall, the Warner 
Bros.-backed company will have four shows 
on three networks. It also has a fifth, the 
quirky femme-skewing “iZombie,” in the 
warmer for the midseason on the CW 

“We’re creating this DC Universe world and 
introducing these DC heroes that we haven’t 
even gotten to talk about yet,” Johns said. 
“If you look at the shows we’re developing 
this season with Warner Brothers and all 
the networks, you can see they are all very 
different ... Diversity in the properties and 
the tones and the shows is really important 
because there’s a huge audience out there and 
we want to have stuff for everybody That goes 
from film to comics to games to TV shows.” 

While this strategy has been successful 
with, say financial advisers for generations, 
the key for TV trends is in their ability to 
morph into the next big thing. This time, 
the emerging genre may be martial arts, since 
intense fight sequences are already a major 
part of many comicbook shows. 

As fans of the CW’s ‘Arrow” know, DC 
character Oliver Queen was trained in a 
number of combat practices during his time 
on a remote island. The leads in Marvel’s 
Netflix properties “Daredevil” and “Iron Fist” 
also possess these skills, while the netcaster’s 
“Luke Cage” series focuses on a street fighter. 

AMC has a different take on this trend. 


as the basic cablet has ordered martial arts 
drama “Badlands” straight to series. Although 
the show is based on the classic Chinese story 
“Journey to the West,” this is only time AMC 
has made such a commitment to a project 
that didn’t have a preexisting fanbase (unlike 
“The Walking Dead,” an adaptation of Robert 
Kirkman and Tony Moore’s popular Image 
Comics series, and “Breaking Bad” spinoff 
“Better Call Saul”). 

A 1 Gough, who co-created and is 
showrunning “Badlands” with partner Miles 
Millar, said martial arts speaks to the visual 
and visceral components of TV, plus “it’s 
something that’s not on TV right now ... also, 
it’s something you can actually do week-to- 
week. It’s something that looks great and is 
highly visual.” 

“I think there’s a great variety of martial 
arts that you can call on,” he said, adding, 
“oftentimes it’s a fight that comes down to 
two characters, and television has an intimacy 
that really lends itself to that.” 

Gough and Miller know a thing or two 
about being on the forefront of a TV trend— 
they also created the long-running Superman 
origin series “Smallville” for the WB/CW 
Gough acknowledges that there’s “obviously 
an appetite for those shows,” but they’re now 
a lot more ubiquitous than when “Smallville” 
premiered in 2001. 

He wonders if special effects and flash 
are getting to be too much for audiences, 
predicting that “audiences want to get back 
to something that feels real and is very tactile 
and involves characters; not avatars.”

loan Gruffudd tackles 
new role in Torever’ 



MCT 

Many British actors come to America to 
hit the big time. They star in long-running 
TV series or wage battles in action-gripped 
movies. But it’s been more than that for loan 
Gruffudd. 

The Welsh actor has starred as the brave 
naval officer in the “Hornblower” series, 
Mr. Fantastic in “The Fantastic Four,” and 
Lancelot in “King Arthur,” but it was moving 
to America that changed him. 

“Fm terrible with conflict,” he said. 
“That’s why living in America is quite healthy 
because we’re taught on a daily basis to 
{express ourselves.} I see my daughter having 
discussions, and everything is out in the open 
and discussed. ‘Why are you upset?’ ‘Well, 
because of this.’ And discourse and argument 
is part of one’s upbringing here,” he says 
relaxing in a vinyl club chair in a coffee bar 
here. 

‘And you don’t take it personally Growing 


up in the U.K., you take it very personally 
It’s very refreshing to be in a culture where 
conflict isn’t necessarily going to end in never 
talking with each other again.” 

Though he sports an impressive acting 
resume, Gruffudd (pronounced Griffith) says 
he always doubts his abilities when faced with 
a new project. The latest is his role as the New 
York City medical examiner who is blessed 
(or cursed) with immortality in ABC’s series, 
“Forever,” which debuts at 9 p.m. Monday 
Gruffudd finds his character solving crimes 
with the keen eye of a man who has lived far 
beyond his time. 

Gruffudd feels that trepidation is an 
integral part of performing. 

“If you don’t have that. I’d be more scared 
not having that fear,” he said. “The day that I 
become complacent about a job or a part or a 
character is the day I should give up acting. I 
hope that I have that energy that passion that 
desire, that nervousness, that terror— because 


that’s what spurs you forward, I think.” 

There is one disadvantage to starring in 
“Forever,” Gruffudd admits. He hates to get 
up in the morning. 

“I am hopeless without my sleep. I’m 
like one of those teenagers you can’t get out 
of bed. I’m 40, and I’ve got two kids and 


responsibilities, and I have to get up,” said 
Gruffudd, who has two girls, 5 and i, with his 
wife, actress Alice Evans. “But I’m hopeless. 
I’m absolutely hopeless. I become Jekyll 
and Hyde. So my wife and daughter call me 
Grumpy McGrumpster.”

He didn’t pick up on the 
coincidence that a band with “Forks” in its 
name was playing a food festival until the day 
of the festival (the band’s label, by the way, is 
called Dine Alone Records). 

“It just occurred to us today Someone from 
Food Network pointed it out,” said Carrabba, 
joking, “Maybe that’s how we got the gig.”
